Formation of the Unity Utilities District started approx- 
imately 7 years ago. At that time, several people in the 
Town of Unity had foresight and imagination to see the 
up and coming pollution problem and felt a great need for 
the necessity of improving the town along this line. As 
a result, at that time, they proposed both a water and 
sewerage system for the Town of Unity. This required 
many, many hours of planning and many hours of deter- 
mination as to the feasibility and financial status. At that 
time we became involved with several Engineers to help 
us plan this site, ultimately ending up with Kleinschmidt 
& Dutting, a local firm out of Pittsfield, whom we felt 
at that time would not only lend us extra help because of 
its closeness to Unity and because they were just starting 
out, that this would be an excellent opportunity for them 
to start right in their own back yard. At that time, the 
original Unity Utilities District consisted of Bob Milligan, 
Dan Toto and Harrison Aldrich. 


We went to work imploring funds for building of this 
system. At this point, it was determined that it would be 
impossible, financially, to build both water and sewerage 
and that it would not make that much difference if they 
were both built at the same time. It was then elected to 
build a sewerage system because we could get most of 
the grants and aid money for this and also because this 
was the greatest need in upgrading the pollution of the 
town. At that time, we did get a letter from the State 
telling us that in the near future, all towns of our size 
would be required to have some sort of a sewerage col- 
lecting system. It took approximately 5 years before things 
really materialized as the government does have it with 
all the red tape and planning that is necessary to get 
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grants. However at that time we were able to consummate 
the deal with the government and we were granted funds 
for the system. This system was divided into two parts; 
a collecting system which consisted of the pipes from the 
houses down the street to the ultimate disposal field 
and the other part of the system which was the lagoons, 
or the disposal system. We were able to get 80% grant 
and aid money for the collecting system and 60% grant 
and aid money for the lagoon system, which was a tre- 
mendous asset and help in deferring the cost of such a 
system to a small town like Unity. 


Finally, after much delay, we signed up the contractors to 
start in the Fall of 1971, but they were not able to get 
going because of some delays in paperwork until the 
Spring of 1972. The contracts were put out for bid and the 
low bidder acquired the job. Lee Brothers of Albion was 
the contractor for the lagoon which is on the left side of 
the Burnham Road going toward Burnham. The contract 
for the collecting system was awarded to Rossi Brothers 
of Gardiner, Maine. As the project progressed, we found 
an opportunity to give the district people more benefits by 
allowing them financial help in hooking up from the house 
to the street. This is rather unusual as most systems do not 
do this, but we were fortunate in being able to get monies 
for this too. After some inconvenience in the Summer of 
1972, from digging up the roads, flooding and water, we 
finally were able to accomplish the completion of the 
system in September 1972 and the system went into opera- 
tion at that time. 


Since then, people have been hooking on gradually as they 
get the availability of plumbers. It will probably be 
another 6 or 8 months before all the “bugs” are out of 
the system and it is running well. It should be in excellent 
shape at this time. As we review the set up now and look 
back, with governmental funds now being non-available, 
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we were the last town to get monies from the government 
in the form of grant aid aid, for such a system. 


I think Unity can consider themselves very fortunate to 
be able to have a system such as this which will upgrade 
the town and certainly alleviate and abate many of the 
public health hazards that previously existed. 


This system as it is now designed, is open for expansion in 
all areas and hopefully, as the town expands, this system 
will also expand, with hopefully, a future water system 
too. 

The total cost of this system to date runs in excess of 
$1,000,000.00.

In accordance with your request, an audit has been con- 
ducted of the financial records of the Town of Unity, 
Maine for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1972. 


The examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and accordingly included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as were considered necessary in the 
circumstances. Insofar as could be ascertained within 
the scope of the examination, the financial transactions of 
the Town have been properly handled. 


In my opinion, the accompanying comparative balance 
sheet and related statements of operation and unappro- 
priated surplus present fairly the financial position of the 
Town of Unity, Maine, and the results of the financial 
operation for the year then ended. 


ROSCOE M. PARSONS 
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COMMENTS 
February 16, 1971 to February 15, 1972 


Scope of Audit: 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of cash was made and reconciled with the 
records at audit date. Records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository. Letters of confirma- 
tion were used to verify the correctness of recorded assets 
and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of 
receipts retained by the tax collector. Trust fund trans- 
actions were examined. Surety bond coverage was re- 
viewed. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was checked. Records of town meetings as per- 
tained to financial matters were checked. 


Departmental Operations: 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unex- 
pended departmental balance of $6,810.22 was lapsed to 
surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 
Unexpended Balances $10,558.01 
Overdrafts 3,747.79 


Net Unexpended Balance $6,810.22 
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The overlay and unexpended balance in the miscellan- 
eous and special resolve maintenance, less overdrafts in 
various operating accounts were the major factors con- 
tributing to the amount lapsed. 


General: 


Transfers from excise tax revenue and unappropriated 
surplus for specific current year operations were author- 
ized by the townspeople. 


Recommendations: 


The following recommendations appear worthy of con- 
sideration: 
The tax collector should issue prenumbered trip- 
licate receipts for all tax collections. 


The treasurer should issue prenumbered receipts for 
all collections and deposits in accordance with monies 
received each month. 


The treasurer’s bank statement should be reconciled 
to agree with the cashbook balance monthly,

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


March 17, 1973 


To Donald Finnemore, a Constable of the Town of 
Unity, in the County of Waldo, State of Maine: Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Unity, in said Waldo County, qualified by law to vote 
in Town affairs, to meet at the gymnasium building in 
said Town on Saturday the 17th day of March, A. D. 
1973 at ten o’clock in the forenoon then and there to act 
on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To hear and act on the report of the Se- 
lectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor, Treasurer, 
Collector, Superintendent of Schools, Clerk and Other 
Town Officers. 


Art. 8. To choose all necessary officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To elect a Trustee for 3 years, to ‘“‘The 
Unity Utilities District’. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will elect one person to 
serve as Tax Collector, Excise Tax Collector, Treasurer 
and Clerk. That person to be at the municipa! office 5 
days per week, except legal holidays, Mon. through 
Fri., 4 hrs. per day, 50 weeks per year, all fees ordinarily 
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collected by clerk will become a part of the Town Offi- 
cers Salary Fund. 


Art. 6. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to one person serving as Tax Collector, Excise 
Tax Collector, Treasurer, and Clerk for the ensuing year 
and establish the price for same. 


Art. 7. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to the collection of taxes for the ensuing year 
and establish the price for same. 


Art. 8. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to the collection of Excise taxes for the ensuing 
year and establish the price for same. 


Art. 9. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to establishing a salary for the Town Treasurer. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to elect one 
member to the cemetery committee for three years. 


Art. 11. “To see if the Town will vote to earmark 
the snowmobile registration tax refund from the Depart- 
ment of Inland Fisheries and Game to be used as a 
Snowmobile Recreation Fund. Expenditures from this 
fund to be administered under the supervision of the 
Board of Selectmen by a committee of five members, two 
to be appointed by the snowmobile club of Unity and 
three members to be appointed by the Board of Select- 
men of the Town of Unity. Presented by Petition.”’
